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DETAILED ACTION 

Application Status 

Claims 1-12, 16-23 and 24-35 are currently pending in this application. 

In response to a previous Office action, a final action (mailed on 11/29/2006), Applicants 
filed an Appeal Brief on 6/27/2007, and the BPAI Decision reversing the Examiner's position 
regarding scope of enablement under 35 USC 112(l st ) rejections on 05/03/2011 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1-12 and 24-35 remain withdrawn as encompassing non-elected 
invention. 

Claims 16-23 are under consideration and are present for examination.
